At Carthage the bu rglars blew the 
safe o p en an d o btain ed abo u t $1 4 0 
in stamp s an d cash. At Charlo ttes­ 
v ille there is n o safe, the p o stmaster 
fakin g charge o f the 
mo n ey 
each 
n ight. 
They o v erlo o ked fo rty cen ts 
in the mo n ey drawer, bu t to o k a large 
q u an tity o f stamp s. The p o stmaster 
is u n able to determin e the amo u n t as 
he did n o t kn o w ho w large a su p p ly 
he had o n han d. 
En o s Co ffin , Carthage p o stmaster, 
o p en ed u p the o ffice this mo rn in g an d 
had n o t been there lo n g u n til To m 
Smith, a residen t o f Carthage, called 
his atten tio n to the fact that the back 
dp o r was o p en .

fo llo wed an d sho wed that the safe 
blo wers had been at wo rk. 
Walter Newlin an d Ed N. Hill, bo th 
o f who m hav e ro o ms o v er the Car­ 
thage ban k, were awaken ed by a 
n o ise abo u t two o ’clo ck this mo rn in g 
bu t gav e the in ciden t little atten tio n . 
Newlin has a y o u n g ho rse an d it was 
tho u ght that the an imal was kickin g. 
Ed Hen ley , a Carthage gro cer, also 
heard a n o ise abo u t the same time 
this mo rn in g, bu t gav e the in terru p ­ 
tio n little tho u ght. 
Peo p le o n Main 
street heard a ho rse an d bu ggy go in g 
at a rap id gait, p ass abo u t that time 
this mo rn in g, n o rthward bo u n d. Fo r 
that reaso n it is believ ed that the 
same p arty o f y eggmen wen t o n to 
Charlo ttesv ille, where they 
ro bbed 
the p o st o ffice. 
The ro bbers sto le a ho rse, bu ggy 
an d harn ess fro m the barn o f Willard 
Min o r in Carthage, in which they es­ 
cap ed. Mr. Min o r telep ho n ed Sheriff 
Rebo o t this mo rn in g an d co mmu n i­ 
cated with all o f the p o lice in this 
sectio n o f the State. 
Befo re n o o n 
he receiv ed wo rd that 
his 
o u tfit, 
n o n e the wo rse fo r the wear, had 
been fo u n d by Simp so n 
Den n is in 
Cen ter to wn ship , a few miles n o rth­ 
east o f Carthage. Two ro bes, which 
do n o t belo n g to 
Mr. Min o r, were 
fo u n d in the bu ggy . 
They may be 
u sed in lo catin g the y eggmen . 
That the y eggmen were amateu rs 
i~ the gen eral belief in 
Carthage, 
sin ce it was learn ed later in the day 
that they bro ke in to the blacksmith 
sho p , belo n gin g to James Carfield, to 
get to o ls to do their wo rk.

At Charlo ttesv ille the y eggmen en ­ 
tered the p o sto ffice bu ildin g thro u gh 
a win do w.

fice co n ten ts, o v erlo o kin g the mo n ey 
drawer which co n tain ed fo rtv cen ts.

In our last lesson Elijah was commis- 
flKooed to anoint Elisha as prophet in 
&Sb stead. He found him plowing with 
the twelfth of twelve yoke of oxen and 
cast his mantle upon him. 
Elisha 
b ade farewell to his father and mother, 
pPDpaared a feast for the people, cook- 
the- flesh of a yoke of oxen with the 
Instruments of the oxen, thus b urning 
ti» e b ridge b ehind him, and went after 
Elijah and ministered unto him (chap­ 
ter xix, 10-21), and we shall see a se- 
^nel to such whole heartcdness in our 
next lesson. 
The story of chapter xx we shall 
liave for a lesson on March 19; there­ 
fore we pass it b y for the present, and 
Elijah does not appear in it. 
In the lesson of today we come to a 
•tory of the greatest possib le cruel 
fteartlessness on the part of Ahab and 
Jsseb el, with a prediction of the doom 
o i each from the Lord through Elijah, 
which was, like all the Lord’s predic­ 
tions, literally fulfilled. 
A man called Nab oth b ad a vineyard 
b ard b y the palace of Ahab , which 
the king coveted, as he said, for a gar­ 
den of herb s b ecause it was near b is 
b ouse. The king offered him the worth 
of it in money or a b etter vineyard in 
its stead, b ut Nab oth refused to let the 
*Ing have it, saying, “The Lord forb id 
E me that I should give the inheritance 
of my fathers unto thee” (verse 3). 
It 
Ss refreshing to meet a man who seeks 
bo favors from and has uo fear of 
even a king. 
AVkat a contrast to Nab oth is this des-

picab le king, who, b ecause he cannot 
have what he wants, goes home and 
to b ed, turns away his face and will 
not eat! How contemptib ly small some 
great men are, and how nob le are some 
in lowly circumstances! 
A vineyard 
makes me think of the vine of John 
xv, and Nab oth’s clinging to the vine­ 
yard which was the inheritance of his 
fathers is in striking contrast to the 
readiness with which many preachers 
and teachers of today give up all that 
their fathers held dear concerning the 
true vine. 
May we prove ourselves 
ab iding b ranches in the vine and jeal­ 
ously guard the vineyard from all evil 
ones, even though it cost our’life or our 
position to do this. 
The garden of herb s for which the 
king said that he wanted the vineyard 
b rings to mind the saying concerning 
evildoers and workers of iniquity in 
Psalm xxxvii, 1-2, “They shall soon b e 
cut down like the grass and wither as 
the green herb .” 
In Jezeb el we see those who, like 
Herodias, do not scruple to take off 
the earth any one who happens to b e 
in their way, true children of the devil, 
w ho has the power of death and was a 
murderer from the b eginning (Heb . ii. 
14; John viil, 4 !). “I will give thee the 
vineyard of Nab oth the Jezreelite” 
(verse 7) were her words to Ahab , as 
if she owned it and Nab oth, too, and 
could do as she pleased. H er true lord 
and master, the devil, once said to the 
Lord Jesus as he showed Him all the 
kingdoms of the world and the glory 
of them, “All these things will I give 
thee if thou wilt fall down and wor­ 
ship me” (Matt, iv, 8, 9). Because He 
tvould not worship him he proceeded 
to kill» Him, which he finally did. 
So Jezeb el proceeded forthwith to 
kill Nab oth, which she did b y means of 
two sons of Belial, who lied, like their 
father, and others who did her b idding, 
afraid not to, I suppose, lest they, too, 
might lose their lives at the hands of 
this murderess. Note their false accu­ 
sations of Nab oth. 
“He b lasphemed 
God and the king.” W hat an awful 
association of the living and true God 
with one who represented the devil, 
and yet when Jesus Christ was on 
earth. God m anifest in the flesh, liis 
enemies told Him that He had a devil 
(John vii, 20; viii, 52; x, 20). They also 
raised up false witnesses against Him 
who laid to Ilis charge things that 
He knew not (Ps. xxxv, 11). 
We are 
still in an enemy’s country and cannot 
expect b etter treatm ent than our Mas­ 
ter received and must rememb er that 
all who live godly In Christ Jesus shall 
suffer persecution (II Tim. ill, 12). 
„With what seeming triumph Jezeb el 
says to Ahab : “Arise, take possession 
of the vineyard of Nab oth, * * * for 
Nab oth is not alive, b ut dead” (verse 
15). 
But tlie word of the Lord came 
again to Elijah with a message for 
Ahab and Jezeb el: “Thus saitli the 
Lord: In the place where dogs licked 
the b lood of Nab otli shall dogs lick 
thy b lood, even tliine. * * * The 
dogs shall eat Jezeb el b y the wall of 
Jezrecl” (verses 19-23). 
And so it lit­ 
erally came to pass (22-38; II Kings 
ix. 30). 
W hatsoever a man soweth that shall 
he also reap, 
rier sins have reached 
unto heaven, and God hath rememb ered 
her inquities. 
How* much she hath 
glorified herself and lived deliciously, 
so much torment andisorrow give her 
(Gal. vi, 7; Rev. viii. 5-7). 
W hat an 
epitaph upon these two, “Aliab , who 
did sell himself to work wickedness in 
tlie sight of the Lord, whom Jezeb el 
his wife stirred up” (verse 25). 
How 
far from peaceful the manner of their 
death, b ut what ab out their condition 
ever since? 
The words of Luke xvi, 
23-2*;: Rev. xiv, 10, 11. are fearfully 
suggestive.

Topic.—A missionary journey around the 
world.—II. 
Missions in the United States 
(south).—Isa. lv, 13. Edited b y Rev. Sher­ 
man H. Doyle, D. D. 
The southern part of the United 
States is a great missionary field. The 
southern people themselves have no 
need of the missionary. They are, per­ 
haps, the most devout and conserva­ 
tive Christian people in our land. The 
need of the missions is not, therefore, a 
need of southerners, b ut in the south 
there are several classes of what we 
call in the mission work the excep­ 
tional populations of the United States. 
Of such classes three of the largest and 
most needy, so far as the gospel is con­ 
cerned, are to b e found in the south­ 
land—the negroes, the mountain whites 
and the Mexicans in the United States. 
Each one of these classes is very large 
In numb ers and is most morally and 
spiritually degraded. 
1. The southern negroes of this race 
of people, then, is a population of 
9,000,000 as against 1,000,000 in the 
north and these latter more widely 
distrib uted than are the multitudes 
of the south. Some states and especial­ 
ly some cities have a larger b lack pop­ 
ulation than white, and these were a 
standing m -nace to this great section 
of our country, once so great and pow- 
erful in all things, b efore tlie war 
plunged them into almost dire poverty. 
But nob ly they went to work after the 
“carpetb aggers” had b een forced out, 
and the south in a different way is 
again b ecoming richer and more pros­ 
perous. 
Sons and even daughters of 
southern parentage, who in the days b e­ 
fore the w ar w’ould have considered it 
a great indignity to have engaged in 
industrial b usiness or In lab or of any 
kind, with their sons and daughters, 
the present generation, have dropped 
the past and gone to work, and some 
of it hard work, to redeem the south 
and to b uild up a new south, ai^d, 
moreover, they are meeting with won­ 
derful success. 
Nor do they fear the 
darky, and perhaps if tlie north, even 
as missionaries, had remained out of 
the south and the negro had not b een 
given a vote they themselves might 
have handled the vexed questions b e­ 
fore them with far greater success 
than has so far b een accomplished. 
They know I he negro, how to keep him 
in his place, where he m ust b e kept, 
when he outnumb ers the whitg popula­ 
tion, for a superior race, no m atter 
how great the difference in population, 
w ill never b e ruled b y an inferior race. 
Brains always win in such a conflict. 
But b eing freed and given the right of 
franchise 
immediately 
changed 
his 
position, and in many thousands of oc­ 
casions darky docility turned b ack al­ 
most to African savagery, with disas­ 
trous results b oth to white and b lack. 
But these millions have souls which 
need to b e saved, and our greatest de­ 
nomination 
b egan 
missionary 
work 
among them, consisting of elementary 
education, teaching various kinds of 
industries, and especially the gospel, 
which is still greatly needed regardless 
of our schools and churches. 
2. The mountain whites. 
In the 
southern mountains in Virginia, West 
Virginia, 
Kentucky 
and 
Tennessee 
another 
peculiar 
population 
exists 
numb ering 2,OX),000 souls. 
These are 
the people who were descendants of 
the Scotch and Scotch Irish, who op­ 
posed slavery and lost their all in the 
Revolutionary war. were driven far­ 
ther and farther b ack into the moun­ 
tains until they were cut off from civ­ 
ilization and were like a lost race 
until a recent date. 
No people have 
needed tlie gospel more than they. 
Their pi oral degradation was almost 


life disclosed.

In d ian apolis, Feb. 24.—The Stotsen - 
burg bill provid in g for the submission 
to the voters at the election of 1912 of 
a revised con stitution was reported fa­ 
vorably by the sen ate committee on 
con stitution al revision . The committee 
report favored the bill in the form in 
which it was origin ally in trod uced , but 
It is un d erstood that several chan ges 
have been agreed on , an d will be sub­ 
m itted as amen d men ts to the bill on 
secon d or third read in g. 
Sen ators 
Han n a an d Halleck submitted a mi­ 
n ority report favorin g in d efin ite post­ 
pon emen t, an d as soon as this was 
read Sen ator Stotsen burg moved the 
previous question , thus shuttin g off d e­ 
bate. 
Republican s forced a roll call 
on this, an d it was carried , 27 to 18. 
The min ority report was then d efeated 
by the same vote, which was a strictly 
party vote. 
Party L ines Disappear. 
Party lin es d isappeared in the itouse 
when 
the in heritan ce tax bill was 
han d ed d own for third read in g, an d 
the bill was passed by a vote of 59 to 
25, without d ebate. 
The bill is sim­ 
ilar to on e of two years ago which 
passed the house, but failed to pass 
the sen ate. The measure provid es for 
a tax on in heritan ces, grad ed accord ­ 
in g to the amoun t in herited an d to the 
relation ship of the legatee to the tes­ 
tator, the farther removed the rela­ 
tion ship the higher the rate of tax. an d 
the larger the in heritan ce, the higher 
the rate. 
The Maas loan shark bill, amen d ed 
in such a way as to stren gthen the 
measure an d at the same time to pre­ 
ven t con fusion as to ban ks or grain 
d ealers who might be affected by its 
provision s, was passed by the house. 
This bill provid es that n o higher in ­ 
terest rate than 8 per cen t shall be 
charged on chattel loan s an d limits 
the commission of the broker to $ 3. 
After an un successful attem pt to 
chan ge the town ship trustees bill so 
as to m ake It apply on ly to town ships 
con tain in g in corporated cities of 5,000 
population or more, the bill was pass­ 
ed in its origin al form. 
The bill pro­ 
vid e« that town ship ad visory board s 
may, in their an n ual meetin g in Sep­ 
tember, appropriate mon ey from the 
town ship fun d to pay the trustee’s of­ 
fice ren t, to pay for clerk hire, an d to 
d efray the cost of other items of ex­ 
pense when in the opin ion of the ad ­ 
visory board members such an appro­ 
priation is ad visable. 
The measure 
was d rawn especially to take care of 
such situation s as n ow exist in Cen ter 
town ship, Marion coun ty, where the 
trustee, Hen ry C. Schroed er, closed 
his office because the ad visory board 
could n ot, un d er the law, appropriate 
mon ey for office ren t.

Carr, who was m an ager of the In ­ 
d ian apolis baseball club last year, was 
charged by affid avit with a violation 
of the act of 1909, which forbid s peo­ 
ple to labor or follow their “usual avo­ 
cation ” on Sun d ay, jrith certain ex­ 
ception s, which in clud e playin g base­ 
ball between the hours of 1 o’clock p. 
m. an d 6 o’clock p. m., an d n ot less 
than 1,000 feet 
d istan t from an y 
church or hospital.” 
He was con vict­ 
ed , an d after movin g an arrest of jud g­ 
men t an d for a n ew trial he appealed , 
an d the case has hun g fire for man y 
mon ths. 
An other im portan t d ecision 
of the supreme court affirms Jud ge 
Rem ster’s rulin g that the in an d out 
fee for sheriffs is un con stitution al.

He vetoed the bill an d it was held 
over accord in g to law' for presen tation 
at the n ext session . The n ext session 
was the Han ly special session , an d on 
the groun d that the special session 
d id n ot con stitute a session , the bill 
was n ot presen ted un til the regular 
session of 1909. 
It was passed an d became a law 
without bein g subject to veto by Gov­ 
ern or Marshall. 
The supreme court held with Jud ge 
Rem ster that the law was un con stitu­ 
tion al because n ot presen ted at the 
special session , which, it held , con sti­ 
tuted the n ext session within the 
mean in g of the law.
